termination on reform. 
Commenting on a judicial in­ 
quiry's report on Northern Ire­ 
land’s year of violence, Chicnes- 
ter-Clark said- ‘ it is self-evi­ 
dent that in the past ail of us 
have made m istakes. The ques­ 
tion is what do we do now—'prof­ 
it from these mistakes, or sink 
into a welter of recriminations 
which would insure that those 
mistakes will be repeated . . . 
“We are quite prepared to ac­ 
cept the facts the report con­ 
tains. What we have to do now' 
is get on with the reforms we 
have promised.” 
Militant Protestant and Catho­ 
lic leaders denounced the re ­ 
port. which accused them of fo­ 
menting the religious strife. 
The 10.000-word 
report, re ­ 
leased today, was the result of 
a judicial inquiry by a three- 
man commission into the nature 
and causes of the troubles be­ 
tween U lster’s Protestant m a­ 
jority and Cathode minority.

To Leave 


The Movies 


HOLI YWOOD (A P )—Jack L. 
Warner, the last tycoon of Hol­ 
lywood’s 
family-owned 
movie 
em pires, left Warner Brothers- 
Seven Arts today after a half 
century as production chief. 
Warner, 77, said he won’t re­ 
tire. Instead, he will concen­ 
trate on a new career as pro­ 
ducer of stage plays. 
His first venture, “Jim m y,” a 
play based on the life of New 
York Mayor Jim m y Walker, is 
trying out in Philadelphia, with 
its Broadway opening sdt for 
Oct. 23. 
Last of the four Warner broth­ 
ers who founded the studio of 
that name in 1917, Warner had 
sold the bulk of his studio hold­ 
ings to the Seven Arts Corp. in 
1966 for $32 million. The original 
studio merged with Seven Arts 
in 1967 and was sold again last 
July to Kinney National Service, 
Inc. 
In spite of c orporate take­ 
overs, Warner retained strong 
influence as vice chairman of 
the board. He outlasted other 
big studio “ bosses” in a system 
of one-man power which faded 
with Hollywood’s golden age. 
“I don’t do everything,” War­ 
ner once said. “ I’m perhaps a 
steering com m ittee of one.” 
Sons of 
Polish immigrants, 
Warner and his three brothers 
rose from nickelodeon operators 
to 
m ultimillionaires 
through 
shrewd business maneuvers and 
progressive 
production 
meth­ 
ods. They pioneered talking pic­ 
tures in 1927 with “The Jazz 
Singer,” 
starring 
Al 
Jolson. 
Warner always said the film 
was his finest achievem ent.
